TAKES EVIDENCE 


At Moose Jaw and as Many of

All the members of the Commission were 
present and Judge Senkler presided.

portant points which might otherwise 
have been overlooked. 

The president read the commission 
which was dated Oct. 7th, and was based 
on a report of the Minister of the Interior 
to the Privy Council, dated Oct. 2nd. 
referred to the bills respecting the ship- 
ment and transport of grain introduced 
into parliament by Messrs. Douglas and 
Richardson, M.P.’s, and the discussion 
which took place regarding them. The 
bills dealt with the regulation of ele- 
vators, warehouses, grain chutes, side 
tracks, etc., with a view of checking the 
irregularities said to exist in the grain 
trade, such as excessive dockage in 
weight, refusal of the railway to allow 
flat warehouses to be built, etc. The 
Minister felt it to be impossible to reach 
a decision without a full investigation. 
The letter of instruction to the Commis- 
sion is dated Oct. llth. The object of 
the Commission was to get full informa- 
tion on all the points mentioned for the 
information of Parliament at its next 
session. 

Notwithstanding the inopportune sea- 
son for the holding of the Commission—- 
inopportune from the farmer’s stand- 
point on account of it being the busiest 
time of the year when his grain must be 
saved at all hazzards—and the exceed- 
ingly shrt notice given, eleven represen- 
tative farmers appeared before the Com- 
mission Wednesday and voiced their 
grievances regarding the way in which 
the monopoly privileges, granted by the 
C.P.R. to the elevator men, enabled the 
latter to take advantage “f them in the 
sale and shipment of grain. 

Jos. H. Battell said that he had taken 
a sample of wheat from the cleaner as it 
was going through and found that the 
elevator was not cleaning it as well as 
the test sample by which the manager 
had fixed the grades. When the car 
containing this wheat got to Fort Wil- 
liam it was ordered to be re-cleaned and 

sixteen bushels of dirt were taken out. 
After Battell ha‘ paid for the cleaning 
and paid the freight on the carriage of 
the dirt, the elevator deducted from 8 to 
10 pounds a bushel for the dirt, when the 
dockage previous to the erection of the 
elevator way not more than two pounds 
a bushel. “He advocated government 
supervision of elevators. 

hos. E. Beavis said that Jast year he 
saw a weighman at an elevator give 4 
boy credit for sixty bushels without 
weighing the load at al] when there were 
seventy-five bushels at least. He said 
there was no competition in the grain 
market, and he could not understand it, 
unless it was the result of monopoly. 

Robert Moore objected to the practice 
of taking such a small sample for the 
grade test, as it was not representative 
of the aggregate. It was proper that not 
less than a bushel should be taken for 
a grade test. He had no complaint to 
make of short weight. He advised the 
erection of flat warehouses, and said the 
farmers should not be discriminated 
against in the supply of cars. ce thought 
twenty-four hours would be a reasonable 
time to load. 

Paisley, of Boharm, stated 
that the elevator at that point did 
not dock evenly, taking a pound 
a bushel off some and four to six 
off others of the same wheat. He said 
that his hired man found, upon asking 
the weighman at Boharm to balance the 
scales, that they were 12% pounds out. 
One hired man upon infestigating, found 
an extra weight on scales equal.to a 
bushel. This evidence was corroborated 
by Frank Callahan, the hired man. 

Henry Dorrell said it was quite right 
that wheat should be docked ard graded 
in accordance with the showing of the 
test, but the trouble was in cleaning it

A STRONGLY ENTRENCHED POSI- 
TION OF THE BOERS CAPTURED. 


Many Prisoners Taken—British Loss 
100 Killed and Many Wounded— 
Camp Outfit and Guns Secured. 


London, Oct. 23 —At 2 o’clock this 
morning the war office posted this dis- 
patch from Gen. Sir Archibald Hunter:

‘THE BOERS DEFEATED 


IN NATAL. 


VICTORY BY THE BRITISH : 


; King’s Royal sifles and Dublin Fu- 


Siliere Storm Dundee Hill—Boer 
Loss 800, British Loss 250. 


campaign in Natal opened in dead earn- 
est today. and resulted in a brilliant 
victory for the British forces. The bat- 
tle, in progress all day, was a series of 
glorious succe:ses for British arms. 
The Boers got a reverse which may pos- 
sibly for a time at any rate, check all 
aggression. 

The British artillery practice in the 
early part of the day decided the battle. 
The seizure of Dundee Hill by the 
Boers was a surprise, for, although the 
pickets had been exchanging shots all | 
night, it was not until a shell a 
over the town into the camp that their | 
presence was discovered. Then the 
shells came fast. The hill was posi- 
lively alive with the swarming Boers, 
until the British artillery got to work 
with magnificent energy and precision. 
The batteries from the camp took up 
positions to the south of the town, 
and, after a quarter of an hour’s mag- | 
nificent firing silened the Boer guns on | 
The ccorrespondents could! 
s-e shells dropping among the Boers 
with remarkavle accuracy and doing 
tremendous execution, for the enemy 
were present in very large numbers and 
in places considerably exposed. By this 
time the enemy held the whole of the 
hill bebind Smiths’ Farm, and the 
Dundee Kopje, right away to the south, | 
in which direction the British infantry | 
aud cavalry moved at once. 

The fighting raged particularly in| 
the valley outside the town. Directly 
the Boer guns ceased firing, Gen. ! 
Symons ordered the infantry to move| 
on the position. The infantry charge} 
was magnificent. The way the King’s 
Royal Rifles and the Dablin Fusileers 
stormed the position was one of tle 
most splendid sights ever seen. The 
firing of the Boers was not so deadly as 
might have been expected from the 
troops occupying such an excellent posi- 
tion, but the infantry lost heavily go- 
ing up the bill, aud only the consum- | 
mately brilliant way in which Gen 
Symons had trained them to fighting of 
this kind, saved them from being swept 
away. Indeed, tte hill was almost in- 
accessible to the s'orming party, and 
any hesitation would have lost the day. 
The enemy’s guus, so far as the corre- 
spondent could see, were all absndoned, 
tor the Boers had no time to remove 
them. A stream of fugitives poured 
down tke hillside, into the valley, 
where the battic went on with no abate- 
ment. 

General Symons, was wounded early 
in the action, and the command then 
developed on Major Yule. The enemy 
as they fled were followed by the 
cavalry, mounted infantry and artil 
lery. The direction taken was to the 
eastward. At the latest reports the 
cavalry had not returned. Some re- 
ports say that four and some that five 
guns have been captured. The Boer 
artilery firing was weak. A 15t of 
plugged shells were used. 

Although the enemy’y pcsition was 
carried soon :fter 1! o'clock, scattered 
firing went on almost all the afternocn. 
The British losses are very severe, but 
those of the Boers are much heavier. 
The final rush was made with a trium- 
phant yell, »nd as tha, British troops 
charged to close quarters, the enemy 
tarned and fled, leaving all their im- 
pediments and guns behind the. in 
their precipitate flight. 

While this was going on, one battery 
of artillery, the 18th Hussars and 
Mounted Infantry, with a part of the 
Leicester regiment, got on the enemy’s 
flank, aud, as the Boers streamed 
wildly down the hills, making for the 
main road, they found their retreat 
had been cut off, but they rallied for a 
while and there was severe firing. with 
considerable loss on both sides. Many 
of the enemy surrendered. A rough 
estimate places the British loss at 250 
killed or wounded and that of the Boers 
at 800.

COLUMBIA SAVES THE CUP. 


Shamrock Was Beaten by 6 Min. 34 Sec. 
in a Stiong Blow. 

New York, Oct. 21.—Through wild 
and hoary seas, in a breeze that ap- 
proached the dignity of a gale, the 
sloop Columbia vanguished the British 
challenger Shamrock yesterday by six 
minutes and eighteen seconds actual 
time, and six minutes and thirt:-four 
seconds corrected time, thus completing 
the series for the America cup witha 
magnificent rough weather duel and a 
decisive Yankee victory. 

For the eleventh time the attempt 
of the foreigner to wrest from America 
the yachting supremacy of the world 
has failed. Except for repeated flukes 
and an unfortunate accident to the 
Shamrock on ‘luesday this series cf 
races has been unmarred by asingle un- 
toward incident. The boats have had 
two fair and square races, one in light 
airs and the other in a heavy blow, and 
Sir Thomas is perfectly satisfied that 
he was beaten by the better boat. Yes- 
terday’s race was a glorious test of the 
rough weather qualities of the two 
yachts. There was too much frostiness 
in the air for comfort and it was far 
too rough for land lubbers. Outside 
the ocean wasa riot of white caps. 
Some of the holiday fleet declined to 
bravt the perils of the harpies riding 
down on the northeaster, and those that 
did rolled and plunged in the billows, 
sending all but the old salts below. 

The prayer of Sir Thonas for wind 
was answered. It was blowing twenty- 
five miles an hour at the lightship, 
enpngh wind a:d enough sea to make 
any racing machine dangerous. Even 
the pilot boats that can weather any 
gate were under shortened sil, and the 
wind fairly tore the steam from the 
exhaust «nd the smoke from the stacks 
in shreds. The course fifteen miles 
before the wind south by west, carried 
the yachts straight down the Jersey 
coast to a point off Long Branch, so 
that the race was sailed 1n plain view 
of the thousands perched upon the 
heigh's of Navesink and stretched 
along the shore from Seabright to Ash- 
bory Park. The crew of the Columbia 
were prepared for the fray in yellow 
Oilskins and _ sou’westers, and the 
Shamrock’s in white canvas. It was 
blowing too hard for club top sails and 
both skippers contented themselves 
with hoieting small working topsails. 
Both yachts sailed acrcss the stxrting 
line before the 25 knot breeze wing and 
wing. their spinnakers breaking our 
like puffs of white smoke and settling 
hard as plaster. The Shamrock was 
over a minute and one ese:.ond before 
the defender.

THEY TAKE NO CHANCES. 


Qaeer Practice Followed by the New 
York Ambulance Surgeons. 

The ambulance came into the hosp!- 
tal yard at a reckless rate of speed. 
The surgeon on it was shouting for 
stretchers re the ambulance stop- 
ped at the hospital door. Two orderlies 
seized the wounded man, burriedly put 
him into a stretcher and lifted bim 
within reach of two house physicians 
who came hustling down the steps 
with stethoscopes in their hands. They 
applied the instruments to the breast 
of the injured man and said, “All 
right.” The orderlies carried him into 
the hospital reception room, and there 
the physicians again applied the 
stethoscopes. This time they pro- 
pounced him dead. 

“Well,” said the ambulance surgeon, 
“that was a narrow escape, and I 
couldn’t afford it this week, either.” 

Asked to explain his strange remark, 
the surgeon said: “Therg is a penalty 
for any ambulance surgeon bringing 
a dead man or a drunken man to the 
hospital. It doesn’t make any differ- 
ence if he has died on the way bere 
or how badly he was hurt. He must 
be examined with the stethoscope be- 
fore he can come into the hospital, and 
if the doctors pronounce him dead, 
why the ambulance surgeon is stuck. It 
costs him drinks and the cigars for all 
the other doctors in the bospital. 

“Take this case,” he continued. 
“That man was sure to die. I knew it 
the minute I saw bim. But common 
decency demanded that be should not 
be allowed to die in the street. Yet J 
knew that I was taking a risk in get- 
ting him in the ambulance and bring- 
ing him here. If we had been delayed 
for even a minute on the road, I would 
have had to spend about $8 for the fun 
of the rest of the doctors. Luckily, we 
had clear streets, and we made record 
time. 

“This is the custom in every hospital 
in the city. If it were only the fatally 
injured to wpom the rule applied it 
would not bé'so bad. But the surgeon 
who brings in a plain drunk gets it 
harder than in the other case. That's 
the reason so many men are allowed 
to stay in the station house cells with 
fractured skulls. It is not the easiest 
thing In the world to make a sidewalk 
diagnosis and decide whether a man 
is merely unconscious from liquor or 
whether he has a fractured skull. So 
the surgeons usually take no chances 
and allow the man to stay in the cell 
until the symptoms are developed 
enough to show whether or not tbe 
skull is really fractured.

S80 SAYS PREMIER HAULTAIN 
AT YORKTON. 


The North West fas Come to 
the End of its Tether—Our 
Income Altogether Inade- 
quate to Proyide for Schools, 
Public Improvements, ete.— 
A United Province the Only 
Alternative. 


Last week we intimated that Premier 
Haultain had delivered a speech at York- 
ton, in which he foreshadowed a definite 
jnovement next session towards provin- 
cial autonomy, and promised a full re- 
port of same in thisissue, As the settlers 
of the Moose Jaw district always take a 
deep interest in what pertains to the 
welfare of the North-West, Mr. Haul- 
tain’s speech will be of particular interest 
at this time in that it foreshadows the 
policy of his government regarding this 
jmportant guestion, on which public 
opinion is being aroused ip every part of 
the Territories. 

After a few remarks regarding matters 
of loval import, and leading up to his 
subjoct, Mr, Haultain said : 


* * * The year 1892 marked a distinct 
advance in the development of public in 
stitutions. In that year the principle of 
responsible government was fought out 
whether the Lieutenant Governor ac- 
cording to his ideas or caprice to suit his 
own personal ends be allowed to govern 
the affairs of the country or men elected 
were to do so. That important question 
was settled by the decisive verdict of 
glectors at Yorkton ; the Legislature had 
been increasing in its powers, gaining 
here alittle and there a hittie, until to- 
day it practically stood in the position of 
a province. ‘The Legislature had all the 
powers ofa province except to create 
debt and charter railways, which were 
always wisely witliheld as il would have 
been an unwise thing tocharter railways 
in the early days. ‘The charter-monger 
was always jn evidence when a Parlia- 
mept met with an influence great and 
methods various.  Rathvays would be 
obtained as the country demanded with 
out the Territories having this power of 
chartering in their hands. 

He was pot one of those that thought 
that debt was always bad. No private 
or public business vould be done unless | 
a certain amount of debt was incurred, 
yet it was a wise policy which restrained 
the Territories from plediing the public 
credit. The aim of the Legislature had | 
been to go slow, according to the needs 
of the country, without elaborate machin 
ery or institutions because other pro- | 
vinces bad taeus, but growing with the | 
actual conditions of the ccuntry itself.

framing laws suitable to the country. |

consideration should be given by the 
Federal Government when it was told 
session after session that the subsidy 
was inadequate and if no more money 
was given some consideration might be 
shown in the location of settlements. It 
The Inter- 
ior Department sent word that some 
thousands of people were being sent to 
a certain place and wanted roads and 
bridges to get to the nearest town. It 
would have been much better if these 
people had been put where there were 
roads and bridges and schools. The 
school policy of the Government was 
good because it gave every child an op- 
portunity of obtaining an education, and 
when these thousands of people came In 
the government was met with the ques- 
tion of how the grants were goiug to be 
paid. Next year the immigration would 
be tripled and the population increased 
some fifty or sixty thousand. The eyes 
of the emigrating world was upon the 
Territories and the harvest had been 
watched to see if the crop would be 
saved. Thecrop had been saved and 
would bring population which would in- 
tensify the gravity of the position, and 
the problem was how to face grants for 
roads, bridges and schools next year with 
this increase of population when there 
was not enough money for present needs. 
The money from the Federal Govern- 
ment would be Jess next year. This 
year there was a balance of some $70,000 
from the year before from a little busi- 
ness which was done inthe Yukon. Next 
year would be begun with’ $100,000 less 
than this year, which was twenty-five 
per cent. of the present year’s income, 
and with this decreased sum there would 
be more public works called for on ac- 
count of the rainy season and this new 
population to serve, which meant a new 
demand. Schools would have increased 
something like 100 and meant thirty or 
forty thousand dollars more. School 
grants to country schools must be kept 
up. He was iv favor of: spending less 
elsewhere to Keep up the standard of the 
schools. Next vear there would be 3300 - 
QUO for all purposes of government. 
Schools would take something liké $199,- 
000; then there was the ordinary ex- 
penses of government, the meeting of the 
Assembly, the carrying out of ordinances, 
the public service, hospital and agricul- 
tural grants, which would leave about 
$60,000 for public works and agriculture. 
This year $170,000 had been spent be 
tween these two departments, aid this 
860,000 had to proviae roads, bridges, 
boring of wells, destroying noxious weeds, 
and grants to hospitals and agricultural 
societies which made the position absol- 
utely hopeless. 

It was beiter to take the people into 
their vonfidence and ask them to aid in a 


solution of this position. There was 
direct taxation which would not be re- 
ceived with favor. He did not believe 


in this form of raising money and the 
government had no right to ask the 
people of the Territories to bear more 
than they were doing at the present time 
in school and local improvement taxes. 
Other means must be sought and their 
rights obtained from where they ought 
to come before they burdened themselves 
by direct taxation. The present insti- 
tutions were sufficient for the needs of 
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Territories. The Federal government 
knew very well that there was a “growing 
time” in the Territories and if ever there 
was a time when an increase should have 
been made it was now. The government 
would have to meet the legislature befcre 
parliament met and he did not propose 
to look for what parliament would give, 
and the alternative was to undertake 
those institutions which have associated 
with them proper and fair financial terms. 
That was a large jump to take, still he 
had no hesitation in taking it. They had 
come to the jumping off point. They 
would have come to it two. years ago 
but for the Yukon venture. nder the 
present arrangement there was no right 
to say what amount they would receive. 
As a province they would have a right 
to a per capita grant jnd other provincial 
rights. ‘They had also a right to the 
tands, minerals and forests in the coun- 
try, for when the Territories became a 
province itshould become a province under 
proper terms. He would object to enter 
into confederation on the same terms as 
Manitoba, which were perfectly upjust 
and unreasonable, and when the time 
came for him to ask them to unite for 
the purpose of asking for provincial 
rights, it would be to demand a right to 
every cent, every stick and every straw 
which belonged to the Territories, aad 
only on those conditions would he be 
prepared to say that the time had come 
to euter into confederation. There was 
an account between the Territories and 
Canada as the latter stood in the relation 
of a trustee to the former. They had 
heard of castern people saying, “We 
tought you,” “We own the ‘Lerritories,” 
“You have nothing to do withit.” ‘The peo- 
ple who came from other provinces did not 
lose their rights as Canadians. Our 
fathers helped to pay what was the pur- 
chase price. Canada never bought the 
Territories. It paid a million and a half 
dollars for the extinction of a title, but 
because a trustee paid a bogus claim 
that was no reason why the Territories 
should be muleted for that amount. 
Yet since that sum had been paid it 
should be charged against the Territor- 
ies when a-balance was made out. It 
should also be taken intoconsideraton that 
on certain interests the people of the 
Territories were paying more than other 
parts of the Dominion, whilst indirect 
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government, one civil service and one 
province. Upon that he proposed to go 
to the country and maintain the same 
attitude in the Legislature. As yet they 
had no mandate from the roople but it 
was the duty of the Legislature to edu- 
cate the people on this question of enier- 
ing confederation. In response to a 
question Mr. Haultain said that he would 
take every acre as far as the north pole 
into this province and would oppose the 
annexation of any part to Manitoba, in 
fact such annexation would be illegal. 

Mr. Haultain then turned his attention 
to Federal! politics and its bearing on the 
Assembly and remarked that local affairs 
were not affected by the larger questions. 
A member might be sound on a _ local 
question and not quite certain on the 
tariff or hold a diverse view on matters in 
the Yukon. Local questions were too im- 
portant for a division and waste of energy 
on Dominion politics. When he came 
before them with local questions he 
might as well be a Republican or Demo- 
crat as a Liberal or Conservative as far 
as it affected Territorial questicns. He 
was a Conservative, Mr. Ross was a 
Liberal, yet they worked together. Mr. 
Ross had been a Joyal colleague and a 
personal friend and they were united on 
the same policy. Would it be reasonavle, 
asked Mr. Haultain, for him to ‘say to 
Mr. Ross, “You have been a loyal friend 
and colleague to me, but unfortunately 
you are a Grit and ’ma Tory and we 
con't work together.” Could he appeal 
to them for support against Mr. Ross on 
such a fallacious plea? 

He would meet with the defeat he de- 
served and he would be told to ge to Ot 
tawa, the place for Federal politics, so 
that he was altogether opposed to jeo- 
pardizing important local questions for 
the sake of party. Questions had to be 
settled at Ottawa whether Liberals or 
Conservatives were there and a_ strong 
feeling against spending money in the 
west had to be met,which influenced any 
government against the west. He got as 
little satisfaction from one as the other. 
It was atime when they should fight 
shoulder to shoulder for obtaining their 
own.

PEDAGOGUES 


CONVENE. 


The Teachers of Moose Jaw and 
District Discuss Matters Ke- 
lating to Their Profession. 


The teachers of the Moose Jaw District 
met in conveation on Friday and Satur- 
day of last week. The attendance was 
encouraging, as nearly all the teachers 
in the district registered. 

The election of officers resulted as fol- 
Jows: President, A. M. Fenwick; Vice 
President, Miss Smilie ; Sec’y-Treasurer, 
W. A. Munns; Committee, Miss Steven- 
son and Messrs.J. A. Simington and J.A. 
Munro. 

The following programme was given, 
which though rathershort,einbraced inany 
shases of primary and intermedicte work. 
This part of school work probably needs | 
to be most clearly taughtand understood | 
by the teachers, because of the fact that 
the greater number of thechildren in our 
schools leave after completing the work 
of Standard ITI. 

Miss Davidson, of the town staff, read 
a helpful paper on “Sense Development 
in Primary Work,” followed by a series 
of games to a primary class <A 
striking point in the paper was that 
children come tg schvol with some edu- 
cation; that in their play thféy have 
learned to judge distances, the weight of 
objects, colorg, etc’ that teachers are 
apt to think of the child as being un- 
trained and make a mistake by not start- 
ing its education along the line already 
known by the child. in the Jesson which 
followed the teacher showed, by a series 
of games, how the children might be 
taught color, size, distance and weight of 
objects, and at the same time the bond 
of sympathy between teacher and pupiis 
reight be strengthened, manners taught 
and the common usages of society in- 
stilled, if the teacher would come down 
to the child’s level and enter heartily into 
the games. 

A class from Miss Stevenson’s room 
next entertained the teachers with a 
pretty song and their teacher taught a 
lesson on “Dissemination of Seeds.” The 
lesson proved very helpful to many of 
the teachers present, being along the line 
of Nature Study, a subject new to those 
who have not taken Normal traiping in 
the west. 

The seeds of a great number of fruits 
and plants were nicely mounted on a 
card with the names written below. The 
lesson brought out the different means 
by which seeds are carried, how nature 
has provided them with means to propa- 
gate their kind. 

Me. Laird read a paper on the “Teeat- 
ment of History in Public School Work.” 
In this paper it was pointed out that 
substantial prominence should be given 
to important facts and that these should 
be firmly rooted in the memory. Then 
by a skilful use of these facts the picture 
of the life, thedifficulties and the achieve- 
ments of our ancestors may be vividly 
presented, and also it might be shown 
how our laws, our trade, our colonies 
have arisen. 

Miss E. M. Burnett, of Regina Normal 
School, read a paper on “Language Traén- 
ing in Public Schools.” This teacher 
held that children are too apt to copy 
from wkat surrounds them; that if the 
voices of the ple they are most in con- 
tact with are harsh, the child’s voice is 
apt to be likewise. The paper showed 
that a little voice culture would greatl y 
help the child, arfd suggested exercises 
that would benefit. Full statements 
were to be aimed at as it afforded better | 
trainieg for the child to express himse!f | 
completely, showing thereby that he had | 
grasped the full meaning. 

Mr. J. Simington, of Clinton S.D., | 
opened Saturday morning's session with | 
a paper on “Oral Reading.” This paper 
brought on some helpful discussion re- | 
lating to imitative reading. The paper 
pointed out that the literature of the 
selection should be tirst studied in order 
that the thought might be grasped. The 
thought would then awaken the feelings | 


and this would lead the child, with a 
little practice, to express himself as he | 
felt. Another's reading should only be 
imitated when the other way had failed. 
The paper was illustrated by a selection 
taken from the reader.

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A Mystery Solved. 


On our inside pages this week there is 
a despatch from Lacombe regarding the 
tinding of the remains of a man named 
Haggie who mysterously disappeared 
over a year ago. The poiice have been 
at work on the case all along and have 
at last succeeded in solving the mystery, 
and the widow of the unfortunate man 
has been arrested on a charge of murder. 
The facts came out in a most peculiar 
way. Mrs. Haggle recently had.a man 
named Legerwood arrested on a charge 
of criminal assault. On being taken in 
charge by the police he stated that Mrs. 
Haggle had confessed to him that she 
and her brother had murdered her hus- 
band at Wolf Creek about a year pre- 
viously. Mrs. Haggle was accordingly 
arrested and confessed her share in the 
crime. It seems that in June, 1898, the 
murdered man, accompanied by his wife 
and her brother, a man named Quigley, 
had driven over to Wolf Creek to took 
at some Jand.

He then concealed the body of his victim 
ir the underwood and drove home with 
Mrs. Haggle, returning as soon as dark- 
ness set in to bury the murdered man 
and remove all traces of the crime. 
Shortly afterwards Quigleyfleft the coun- 
try. The coroner’s jury brought in a 
verdict of wilful murder against Quigley 
and held that Mrs. Hagele was an ac- 
cessory after the fact.

MTL T INVASION, 


CONFLICT BEGAN EARLY AND WAS 
CONTINUED ALL DAY. 


The Enemy’s Scouts Almost in Touch 
With the Outposts at Glencoe— 
Boers Aroand Both Sides. 


London, Oct. 20.—Dispatches re- 
ceived from Ladysmith yesterday, by 
the war office, inicated that the Trans- 
vaal and Orange Free State troops are 
advancing on Ladysmith in three dis- 
tinct forces. The Boers are invading 
from Laing’s Nek and the Orange Free | 
State troops have advanced through | 
Van Reenen’s Pass to Bester’s Station 
and over Tintwa Pass to Acton Holmes. | 
The idea 1s to surround the British gar- 
rison, under Gen. Sir George Stewart 
White. which numbers some 12,000 
men being the flower of the British | 
army—the ‘‘Fighting Fifth,’’ the Gor- 
don Highlanders and the Irish Frusi- | 
leers. 

A dispatch from Ladysmith shows 
that the fighting started at 1 o’clock 
yesterday morning, and bas been car- 
ried on more or less all day. The 
enemy’s scouts are almost in touch with 
the cutposts at Glencoe. The Boers 
are working around both sides. with 
the idea of getting south of Ladysmith 
and attacking in force, with the co- 


operation of Commandant General 
Joubert. 
At Glencoe the British patrol 


covered a wide area,in order to prevent 
outflanking, and were subject to a hot 
fire in persistent skirmishes. 

Gen. Sir George Stewart White is! 
quite prepared to offer battle and the 
camp is pleased at the prospect of strik- 
ing a definite blow, but all reports tend 
to confirm the belief that Col. Baden- 
Powell is holding his own, and no 
credit is given to the Boer rumor that 
a flag of truce had been dispayed at 
Mafeking. 

A considerable engagment is anti- 
cipated in the vicinity of Ladysmith 
today. The combined advance 2f Boer 
and Free State troops in this direction 
has been executed with not inconsider- 
abie skill, and shows a clear apprecia- 
tion of the British position. 

Gen. Sir George Stewart White has 
12,000 meu and forty-six guns avail- 
able, besides a considerable force of 
volunteers, to hold Ladysmith, and no 
anxiety is felt on his account, for the 
Natal country where the engagement 18 
expected is fairly open, and although 
the work of moving them will be diffi- 
cult, the guns are likely to do good 
work. 


AMALGAM STOLEN. 


Safe of the Cariboo Mine Company Blown 
Open Near Quesnelle Forks, 

Ashcroft, B.C., Oct. 19.—News was 
brought down last night by the passeng- 
ers on the Cariboo stage confirming the 
rumors heard a day or two before of a 
burglary at the Cariboo mine, near 
Quesnelle Forks. The first reports were 
evidently much exaggerated as. they 
stated that the burglars got away with 
$20,000 in builion, and about as much 
in securities. It is now reported that 
the big safe in the company’s office was 
blown open Saturday night and one 
pail of amalgam, worth about $5,000, 
was taken together with collateral of 
unknown value at this writing. 

The work was evidently done by pvro- 
fessionals. Inspector Bain, of Quea- 
nelle Forks, is using every effort to 
catch the perpertrators of the crime 
and it is believed here from reports 
that he bas a good chance of effecting 
their capture. 


TELEGRAPHIC BREVITIES,

**The appointment of General Weyler 
as president of the consulative council 
of war has been considerably criticized 
by officials and civilians. ’’ 

New York, Oct. 20.—Lyman C. 
Jarned of Boston has, through his coun- 
sel, Henry A. Prince, brought a suit in 
the United States circuit court against 
Guglielmo Marcoi to restrain bim and 
his agents from using a system of wire- 
less telegraphy which Larned claims is 
an infringement toa patent now con- 
trolled by him. 

New York Oct. 20.—The' English 
team under the captaincy of Prince 
Ranjitsinhji, which played a series of 
cricket matches here recently, with ex- 
traordinary success. sailed for England 
today, on the White Star steamer 
Oceanic. 

Acton, Oct. 20.—At the xussizes yes- 
terday Mrs. Campbell obtained a ver- 
dict of $2,000 against the Acton Can- 
ning copmany for the death of her hus- 
band who died from anthrax contracted 
in handling hides, the jury finding the 
company was negligent.

Canadian to He Chosen.

learned that the Transvaal company:

sively of English speaking Canadians, 
while that which will be raised in 
Quebec will be made up of French 
Canadians. In this connection the fol- 
lowing instructions were received from 
Ottawa by Lieut.-Col. Go-don, D.O.C. : 

“‘The company to be composed of 
French-Canadians is to be. raised at 
Quebec. The district officer command- 
ing can enroll French volunteers for 
this company and send them to Quebec 
in forming the district officer command- 
ing No. 7 or they can direct them to 
proceed to Quebec to be enrolled. 

‘‘The company of English speaking 
volunteers is to be raised at Montreal, 
Captain McDonell, R.O.R.1, to be 
captain and Lieut <A. Laurier, Ist 
Prince of Wales’ Fussiliers, to be 
lienetenant. District officers command- 
ing military districts numbers 6 and 7 
can enroll men or direct them to pro- 
ceed to Montreal to enroll themselves 
in this company.’’ 


Empress of India Arrives. 


Victoria, B.C., Oct. 20.—The Em 
press of India, which has reached here 
from Japan, has completed the rough- 
est trip of her forty-three voyag-s. 
The second day out of Yokohama she 
encountered a ‘typhoon, which smashed 
all the telegraphic communication be- 
tween the engine roon and the bridge 
and destroyed some of her boats. The 
storm continued unabated a day anda 
night. 

Fears were expressed by the officers 
for the transport steamer Senator, 
carrying home the 51st Iowa regiment. 

She jeft Yokohama for San Francisco 
eight hours before the Empress, and 
having immense upp2r works would 
fare badly in a gale. 


French Outlaws Killed. 


Paris, Oct. 20.—The minister of 
colonies has received an official dispatch 
announcing that Captain Voulet, and 
Chanoine, of the outlawed French ex- 
pedition in the Soudan, have been shot 
by their own men. A commemorative 
service was held this morning in the 
honor of Lieu.-Col. Klobb, who was 
killed by them at the church of St. 
Clotilde. President Loubet and the 
cabinet were represented ; Mme. Loubet 
was also present. 


Steamers Collide. 


Liverpool, Oct. 20.—The Dominion 
line steamer Vancouver of Montreal, of 
this port was in collission in the Mersey 
today with the British steamer Otto- 
man, which arrived yesterday from 
Montreal. Both vessels damage were 
docked. The Vancouver was struck on 
the starboard quarter and it is believed 
several plates were smashed. Her in- 
juries are above the water line. 


Charles R. Hosmer Will Retire. 


Montreal, Oct 20.—For some time 
past it has been currently reported that 
Mr. Charles R. Hosmer intended to 
retire from the position as head of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway's telegraph, 
and today the story was practically oon- 
firmed. 


Green Lake, Wis., Oct. 20.—The 
Terrace Beach Casino, the large hotel 
here, was burned to the ground today. 
Mr. and Mrs. Jenks were burned to 
death. Mr. Jenks was lying very ill 
in bed, Mrs Jenks made an heroic at- 
tempt to save her husband but before 
she could rescue him the flames cut off 
all escape and the aged couple died to- 
gether.

WAS! FIERCE ‘IGHITING pape seeped or INVASION OF OF N ATAL. 


EIN THE ATTACK ON MAFEKING THE 
BOERS LOST 300, BRITISH 18. 


British Force the Boers to Retreat 
Under a Heavy Fire From 
the Maxim Guns. 


London, Oct. 18.— A special dis- 
patch from Cap? Town says that three 
hundred Boers and eighteen British 
have been killed in a battle at Mafek- 
ing. 

Col, Baden-Powell made a sortie 
from Mafeking in for:e and attacked 
the Boers, who were investing the town. 
After fierce fighting the British carried 
the day. A special dispatch from 
Pretorla, dated Oot. 14, by way of De- 
loga Bay, says: ‘‘A cyclist dispatch 
was received here from Otto Shoep, 
near Malmani, at 6 o‘clock ‘this even- 
ing, asserting that heavy firein: had 
been in pro ress all day along the north 
of Mafeking. 

Pretoria, Oct. 15.—Delayed in trans- 
mission.—Further dispatches received 
by the government say that fighting 
continues north of Mafeking, the Brit- 
ish after a second engagement retired 
in the direction of the town, but re- 
sumed the attack shorlty afterwards, 
two burghers being killed and three 
wounded. The commando engaged 
was impeded owing to tte want of 
heavy artillery, which was subsequent- 
ly obtained from General Cronje. 

Pretoria, Oct. 15 —Delayed in trans- 
mission.—Heavy fighting took place 
this morning nort® of Mafeking An 
armored train sent to repair the railway 
line opened fire on a Boer commando. 
One burgher was killed and _ two 
wounded. <A second engagement fol- 
lowed in which nine British were 
wounded. Then while the men of 
Cronje’s troops near a broken railway 
bridge, nine miles north of Mafeking, 
were approaching a train loaded with 
dynamite they were fired upon and the 
train blown u:. There were no casu- 
alies on the Transvaal side. 

British troops on board an armored 
train acted us a covering force to the 
nilitary engineers engaged in repsiring 
the train. A maxim on the train kept 
up a continuous fire. Conspicuous 
bravery was dis, layed on both sides, 
but it soon became apparent that the 
rifles of tne burghers were ineffective 
against an armored train. The latter, 
however, was at once forced to retreat 
before a particularly strong assault, but 
it soon returned, accompanied by a 
British mounted contingent, and the 
fighting was renewed fiercely. Fight- 
ing still continues, the Boers holding 
their positions weil. A dozen Boers 
were killed or wounded, but the Brit- 
ish casualties cannot be ascertained. 
Heavy firing can be heard south of Ma- 
feking, where Gen. Groaje’: 8 commando 
is operating. ”’ 

Colesburg, Oct. 18.—It is porsistent- 
ly reported from widely different 
sources that a large force .6f Boers re- 
solutely attacked Mafeking, on Friday, 
and after several hours’ fighting were 
repulsed with heavy loss 

Cape Town, Oct. 18.—A_ szecial dis- 
patch from Mafeking says that all was 
intact up to Saturday night. At that 
time the Boers’ artillery were being 
brought up, but it had not been placed 
in position, according to these advices. 
The British have blown up the Hope- 
town railway bridge over the Orange 
river, with a view of checking advance 
southward. 

It is the general belief here from the 
items of intelligence received that the 
Boers actually attacked Mafeking and 
were repulsed. Reports of the con- 
tinued fighting there are regarded as 
proving that the Boers ‘failed to score 
@ success. 

Kimberley, Oct. 18.—An armored 
train, while reconnoitering near Spy- 
fontein, engaged the Boers, killing five 
and wounding seven. The Eritish 
had no losses. 


THE SECOND RACE. 


Shamrock’s Topmast Carried Away and 
She Withdraws From the Contest. 

New York, Oct. 18.—The Sham- 
rock’s topmast broke 29 minutes after 
the start, and her club topsail came 
down. The Shamrock was to leeward 
of the Columbia and some lengths to 
the stern, about three miles down the 
course, when an immense stretch of her 
upper canvaa collapsed. The club had 
apparently broken in the cente and 
where it hung cver it beat against the 
mainsail. The boat was at once p.t 
into the wind, while the men 
scrambled aloft into the rigging. The 
Erin wastothe weather of her boat 
and she at once blew her whistle and 
lowered ber ensign There was no need 
of this signa) to attract attention, tae 
Shaimrock’s tender stood over toward 
her at once, ready to tow her back.

A bullet hole in his fore- 
head, with b!ood oozing down his fa-e, 
told the story of a horrible murder. 
The man’s name was John Gordon. Up 
to last night he lived with his father, 
a market gardener on Portage avenue 
west. He was a brother of Alex. Gor- 
don, shoemaker, on McDermott street. 
He was a map of 25 years of age and 
married. It is supposed he was return- 
ing when struck down. His po kets 
had been rifled as the lining was hang- 
ing out. There was 40: in silver in one 
po ket. By his side were two par:els, 
one contained a new suit of clothes, the 
other a suit of under-flannels. The 
Lody now lies at Thompson’s undertak- 
ing establishment awaiting an inquest. 

Robbery is the only motive for the 
deed that .an be advanced at present. 
No theory of sui ide is thought of, as 
no revolver couid be found and the posi- 
tion of the unfortunate man shows that 
he could not have disposed of it after 
the deed. It is not bleieved that he had 
mu h money on him at the time, how- 
ever. On his person was also found a 
bottle of whiskey. 


Murdcr in Alberta. 


Lacombe, Alberta, Oct. 18.—What is 
supposed to be a case of murder was ex- 
posed here today. A man named 
Hagle, who came to Lacombe in the 
spring of 1898 from Michigan ard On- 
tario, disappeared mysteriously last 
year, and it was given out that he had 
been drowned on the way to the Klon- 
dike via the Edmonton route, but it now 
appears that he was murdered and the 
body baried near here The body was 
discovered at Wolf Creek, thirteen 
miles north of Lacombe, and was dug 
up in an advanced state of decomposi- 
tion. Mrs. Hagle identfied the body 
as that of her husband, Nelson Hagle, 
identification being possible by a small 
brass coin found in the vest pocket and 
by the color of the hair, mustache and 
clothes. A fracture on the base of the 
skull was evidence that the cause of 
death was from a blow on the side of 
the head by some flat or large instru- 
ment.. 


Barglars at Morris. 


Morris, Oct. 18.—During Saturday 
night or Sonday an attempt was made 
to blow up the safe in Morkill & Whit- 
worth’s office. which is also. used by 
the post office. On entering the office 
on Monday morning everything was in 
confusion. A hole had been bored 
through the top of the safe and a quant- 
ity of powder inserted and fired. A 
bag containing about a bushel of chop- 
ped feed had been placed over the hole. 
The explosion fcrced the double dcors 
slight'y out of line, but failed to open 
them. The combination was left 
intact. <A boring brace was found on 
top of the safe which, with the bag of 
chop was stolen from Reid’s b!acksmith 
shop, directly across the street from 
the post office.

London, Cct. 17.—Dispatches from 
the Cape are very meagre tonight, but 


they include an important message from | 


Glencoe Camp, dated 3.35 this after- 
noon (Monday, announcing -that the 
Boer command, which invaded Natal 
through Laings Nek, and after occupy- 
ing Newcastle advanced to Dannhauser, 
retired on Ignaane yesterday evening, 
their transport service being reported 


defective. This will delay indefinitely 


the anticipated and hoped- for assault on 
the strong British position at Glencoe. 

There is further news regarding the 
present position. The Natal invasion 
was made in three columns at dawn on 
October 12th, through Bcthas pass, 
Laing’s Nek, and from Wakkerstroom, 
the objective point of the invaders being 
Newcastle. The Boers utilized several 
thousand natives who were tramping 
from the Rand to drive their heavy guns 
up Laing’s Nek. Precautions are being 
taken for the defense of Pieterniaritz- 
burg and Durban, in the rem<te con- 
tingency that the enemy may elude 
the vigilance of the British at the Lady- 
smith and Glencoe ca™ps. 

It is assumed the refusal of the Boers 
to accept a battle in Natal last week, 
when General Sir George Stewart 
White advanced and endeayored to 
draw them through Van Reenes Pass, 
indicates their uowillingness to com- 
mence hostilities. On the other hand 
the Boers are probably too astute to 
play the British game at the risk of an 
engagement on the ground where artil- 
lery could be brought into play and 
cavalry moved rapidly. 

Dispatches from Dundee say that ac- 
cording to the reports of refugees, the 
Boer invaders uf Natal are estimated 
at 16,000. All the non-combatents and 
women and children have been sent 
from Dundee? 

The Daily Mail’s ccuioipuicientt at 
Colesburg nas been inquiring regarding 
the matter and on the whole thinks the 
chances are against a rising of farmers. 

Since reports of the fighting at Kim- 
berley and the Orange River bridge, 
peuple are urging the immediate re- 
moval of families. The late Kimber- 
ley aud Vryburg reports were brought 
to Orange River by 3 dispatch rider, 
who succeeded in getting through the 
Boer forces. 

The calling out of the Cape Colony 
volunteers is supplemented bya _ aeci- 
sion to raise 2,000 more volupteers in 
Cape Colony and 1,000 in Natal. Thus 
the total strength of the volunteer 
forces in both places will amount to 
12,500 men. E 

According to the programme: of em- 
barkations from Great Britain next Fri- 
day and the four following days, which 
has been published, there ,will be 
shipped a total of 18,000 troops of all 
ranks and 1,6V0 horses. Among the 
newly chartered vessels are the White 
Star line steamer Britannic and the 
Natonal liner America.

ORCHARD AND GARDEN. 


Lime and ashes kelp to secure a good 
development of roots. 

The plum orchard is benefited by the 
fowls having run of it. 

Currants do better if mulched after 
the bushes come into bearing. 

In orchard planting select with a view 
to good bearing, good quality and good 
marketing. 

The best budded peach tree for plant- 
ing has a 2-year-old top. Little, if any- 
thing. can be gained for early bearing by 
planting older trees. 

When it becomes necessary to water 
trees or plants, always apply enouzh 
to thoroughly wet the soil around the 
roots. Sprinkling is of doubtful benefit. 

It is best to cut off the tops of the 
asparagus plants before they mature 
seeds. Gather up and burn them. Pull 
up the weeas that may have started up. 

If tree seeds of any kind are to be 
planted, care must be taken not to allow 
them to get too dry. A good rule is to 
plant as soon as they are sufficiently 
matured.
